Sometimes may have deep interest the issues, 
but they are always vital our government. our bounden duty decide intelli- 
gently what consider the RIGHT every public question, and then contribute the 
weight our vote its correct settlement.

Every question 
may have found its answercr, but, nevertheless, no- 
body the class may have understood the matter 
from beginning end able reproduce it. 
The young teacher should ask himself why every 
experienced teacher recommends every tyro take 
more pains ‘driving home’ his teaching, and 
should accept the answer that because the ad- 
vice always needed. should remind himself 
constantly that the class entity not the 
object his ministrations, but only means 
which must use reaching the minds the in- 
dividual children who compose it. His relations 
should always with the individuals, and must 
make sure that they are real and sound.”

true that see hundreds pictures that 
scem leave impressions, but that likewise 
true and far higher degree what hear 
read. higher degree, because comes indi- 
rectly, means words; but picture gives 
its message immediately and whole. is, how- 
ever, question great practical interest and im- 
portance why are powerfully impressed 
this that picture this that occasion and 
the other hand left comparatively unaffected 
thousands others. Just little thinking will 
make clear that the cause these strong impres- 
sions sometimes prevailingly subjective; the 
prominent line thought the state mind 
the one who sees the picture such that that par- 
ticular picture connects with very striking 
way. But anyone will also agree that pictures often 
impress the mind because some convincing, mov- 
ing, compelling the picture itself. 


What could secure both these conditions— 
the receptive state mind and impressive power 
the picture that not only once odd 
occasion, but regularly and systematically? That 
precisely what the present series articles hopes 
attain and that the all-important matter 
religion. Many teachers are like certain victorious 
generals—they not pursue their victories the 
full possibility. They give well prepared, able and 
zealous instructions religion which, being over, 
they never think them any more; nothing 
the present articles take advantage the 
fresh knowledge, the vital faith, the love God, 
that our Catholic teachers day after day are arous- 
ing young hearts, for these good dispositions 
constitute one the precious conditions before 
mentioned that cause religious pictures make the 
maximum impression. 


The pictures that will presented discussed 
this course have not been taken random 
merely for the sake the subject. For the pur- 
pose here contemplated the subject will naturally 
Catholic (with capital but that not suffi- 
cient; essentially the spirit that must so. 
Thus, for example, not advocate Ghirlanda- 
jo’s Nativity Saint John the Baptist, because 
seems rather portrait the notable society 
lady Giovanna Tornabuoni, who, dressed gor- 
geous attire, looks out from the picture self-con- 
sciously, and whom all the rest the scene, in- 
cluding the sacred theme itself, only accessory. 
must have the vital element our illustration, 
and that element consists the spirit the theme 
secondly, the truth the forms that 
enter into it; thirdly, though not with slight 
any means, take into account the esthetic ele- 
ment. The spirit the theme that 
where vigorously present illustration, that 
illustration should retained even though 
lacking more less truth form esthetic 
quality. also Filippo Lippi, has 
splendid technique, but sadly misses the spirit; 
the other hand, Giotto, though clumsy his figures 
and giving merely symbolical toy-houses for 
architecture, gives his message with such force 
and directness that cannot afford miss it. 

But, said before, truth form and the qual- 
ity beauty are not despised neglected. 
They are important not only for their own sake, 
but also because when properly subordinated and 
permeated with the spirit the subject, they en- 
hance and strengthen and when seriously want- 
ing, the subject sometimes compromised 
turned into grotesque not into travesty. Take, 
for example, that class bloody Mexican crucifixes 
that are gruesome most people. not the 
realism bloodiness that makes them repulsive; 
upper arm like terra-cotta pipe, club feet, the 
absence elements that normal human_ body 
must have. this case even though the spirit 
the subject intensely present overpowered 
the grossly unnatural the other 
hand the anatomy were true the bloodiness would 
not much repel excite deeper pity and sym- 
pathy. Again can hardly doubted that Giotto 
had been more free from tradition, his work, like 
Masaccio’s, had more truth nature figures and 
setting, would even more effective than is. 
Therefore, the subject and its spirit being secured, 
ought choose the picture that excels truth 
form and setting and esthetic makeup. For, 
religion has been the inspirer art all ages, 
art has ever been one the highest mediums 
for the expression religion. 

Having noted general way the joint require- 
ment the right kind picture and the right kind 
attitude, several other things are found 
necessary order obtain the best results. The 
teacher who has some illustration view for the 
subject his religious instruction will stress 
deftly allude the moment phase the sub- 
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ject represented the illustration. Thus, for ex- 
ample, instruction the Hoiy Eucharist, 
having store picture Leonardo’s famous Last 
Supper, the teacher will feature strongly 
moment the words, “Is Lord; Lord, 
and after the picture has been hung the class- 
room for observation for some time will ap- 
propriate moment refer or, still better, intro- 
duce some discussion it. The picture then con- 
tinuing before the students’ eyes, their minds 
and feelings will become more awakened and 
will make more powerful appeals; and repeated 
appeals, each one re-enforcing the sum the pre-

This method repetition the same appeal has 
been well called the cumulative method, because 
each seeing the picture arouses again and adds 
much more force the sum total appeal already 
made. see that there not question here 
movies many still pictures shown screen 
otherwise rapid succession. These pass 
too fast produce the best effect. The prints 
the method here suggested are placed view 
where the class can easily see them long enough 
and often enough get the desired effect. They 
ought not placed the strip exhibit sur- 
face now commonly found above the blackboards 
our class-rooms. The pupil must 
neck see them there close range and even then 
the detail, which here matters much, will not 
clear. good way span burlap over plain 
ture-wire otherwise the best available place 
the class-room that the pictures placed upon 
will eye-level nearly so. Fasteners (Den- 
nison’s card-holders No. are best) can secured 
that not injure the picture and can attached 
detached from picture burlap moment. 

And now the illustration the 
purpose here proposed the writer has looked over 
thousands prints and made selections from them 
not according personal preferrence (although 
does not flatter himself have escaped that entire- 
ly) but guided the principles above stated. 
Among these thousands prints not much material 
suited high degree our purpose has been 
found; considerable amount, however, that can 
prove very useful. may well that some 
that which has been selected will not prove accept- 
able many teachers, but that may due the 
fact that they mistake what merely pretty ele- 
gant for what really beautiful and have formed 
their taste accordingly. shall try work 
the principle that art, religion, the life 
more than the raiment. shall not follow those 
who think they have all when they have the 
elegance Bouguereau, but who despise the sim- 
plicity Giotto Angelico. The ground 
which all are invited stand that which has 
been defined before; namely, that the following 
requisites: Catholic theme done Catholic 
spirit; that essential. Secondly, truth form 
and setting, and esthetic rendering; these are high- 
desirable and must, fact, not supplanted 
their contrary such degree overwhelm the 
subject. this common ground there will still 
lots room for personal preferences and these 
should all freely allow one another, because, 
will learn with deeper study and increasing ex- 
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perience, these things are after all very little im- 
portance compared the big and essential things 
art and life.

Correlation History and Geography

passing strange that the enormous out- 

put literature concerning Educational prob- 
lems every conceivable form, scarcely ever 
attempt made ascertain the actual compar- 
ative results the teaching history and geo- 
graphy correlatively, and the teaching these sub- 
jects divorced one from the other. 

From reports examiners find that the 
knowledge history the minds children 
often merely muddle confused, unconnected, 
and inaccurately remembered anecdotes. Washing- 
ton and the “cherry tree” will always remem- 
bered, though children to-day are rather dubious 
about his never telling lie. Lincoln will re- 
membered and his immortal 
address Gettysburg forgotten. Washington and 
Lincoln deserve the best that can give them. 


The teacher history can make the War for 
Independence and the War preserve the Union 
memorable correlating them with geography. 
How many our children know that Washington 
ranked with the greatest masters strategy 
can say how won such recognition? The cam- 
paign New Jersey will tell the story. You all 
know how, the face the British lines forces 
from Perth Amboy through Trenton and Borden- 
town, Washington crossed the state Jersey and 
held position behind the Delaware. This was 
mean achievement, but the master stroke was 
felt that thousands in- 
habitants New Jersey had accepted certificates 
loyalty from Howe and his associates, Washing- 
ton, like wounded animal bay, with the rem- 
nants small army, poorly clad, crossed the 
Jersey side, before the river could freeze sufficiently 
give the British entrance Philadelphia.

lems hand. Moreover, the study backgrounds 
and relationships any subject related history 
implies historic method. “correlate 
means, its best and simplest sense, mark the 
course over which “an idea, custom, result, study 
the curriculum has traveled”. This course must 
necessarily lead the pupil into the domain geo- 
graphy, sociology, and economics. Consequently, 
not enough relate history with the physical 
contour and social conditions the earth the 
past, but vitally important for the pupils 
bring into the field research the economic and 
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political conditions the countries which they are 
studying. “Correlation”, therefore, should have for 
its objective not only the relation history and 
geography, but also sociology and economics. This 
fact forces upon the logical sequence that 
teachers who have not had special preparation 
social studies must make vital their preparation 
they teach. wise teacher who knows 
how much ignorance tolerate. also part 
wisdom realize that knowledge few 
things must purchased the expense ignor- 
ance many things, and the capacity few 
things must purchased the price incapacity 
many things. Renunciation the price 
pay for knowledge. 

Without attempting draw program 
History the United States, one may suggest 
few headlines for periods intensive study, which 
logically includes map-making: colonization; the 
American Revolution; the founding the National 
Government; the Civil War, and the Spanish 
American War. The last named subject receives 
cruel treatment present elementary schools. 
The mastering the above quasi-program, supple- 
mented “Current Topics”, will enable the child 
acquire attitude mind that will serve him 
well when launched European History.

ground. Where find this fact, history 
divided among teachers who happen not have 
full program work.

The set mental traits which the response exhibits 
more indicative good results, than the formal ele- 
ments knowledge the response. Aware this the 
teacher, who sets her objective character develop- 
ment, observes keenly and thoughtfully the appearances 
the response, that may detect the growth the 
right kind personality. This element very elusive, 
and much easier for the observer note the accur- 
acy the response, than the product which effects the 
growth character. Yet the religious teacher much 
more concerned about the learner than she about his 
skills learning. This all important him the 
light his own experiences that knowledge and skill are 

not correlative with high types personality. 

the nature the child’s reactions the teacher sees 
the background personal traits, and how the powers 
the child develop them. the supremest impor- 
tance that many possible the child’s instincts 
and emotions concur the production the reaction. 
purely mental response, without the exhibition emo- 
tional concurrences, tends isolate the mind from the 
heart, and cannot but productive deteriorating re- 
sults character and personality. There more strength 
for all the love the virtues than the knowledge 
them. keen knowledge the moral law may lead 
more flagrant violation the decencies moral ob- 
ligations, unless firmly rooted love their observ- 
ance. 

The whole child the object the educative, well 
the character building process. The emotions are 
evident factor both processes, they should 
more accurately unified process through 
which all the potencies the child are invoked. they 
not concur with the mental activity they will after- 
wards used without its power stabilize emotional 
errancies. Thus thought will not become the guide 
feeling, and its turn feeling will not the propeller 
thought that should be. 

This principle brings the thought back again funda- 
mentals, which require that the child achieve something 
practical under the direction and guidance the educa- 
tive process, They demand that learning become activ- 
ity, which the child accomplishes developments, that 
effect the whole personality, and not one other sector 
merely. Achievement becomes correlative the 
pleasurable which both the force that urges on, and 
the affective element, which brings permanent results 
memory and character. 

The difficulty arising any attempt learn comes, 
the case the normal child, from his inability 
complish with the materials that are devised for his use. 
The difficulty not inherent the worth-whileness 
the materials, but the the child react to- 
wards them. The truths religion and the moral pre- 
cepts are themselves indifferent the pleasurable 
easy and the difficult. These char- 
acteristics arise the capability the child, under the 
circumstances, react them. One teacher can make 
achievement and cultivation personal traits through 
them easy and agreeable, while another renders them diffi- 
cult and disagreeable even the best types children 
group. 

While the religious and spiritual elements should enter 
into all the child’s activities, they need not and should 
not perhaps, always induced formal way. ac- 
tivity any kind that has pedagogical value, has the 
same time religious and spiritual values.

direction has religious, spiritual, and moral value itself.

Yet health en- 
ters into the character the child’s responses very es- 
sentially. 

child that cannot give response account phy- 
sical defects neglects soon develops attitude towards 
the subject matter and the teacher, and perhaps the 
school also, which becomes easily unmoral. The sullen, 
unobservant disposition grows apace, and character trait 
which may accompany the child through life the result. 
The least that can expected that the child will grow 
into shut-in type personality, with poor, not posi- 
tively bad social accrue during after life. 

the physical condition will allow certain amount 
successful achievement with the group, but not the 
desirable degree, which the peculiar emotional set 
the child demands, may occasionally vent forth into 
fits temper tantrums, envy, complexes jealousy, 
which will retard his after successes. 

conjunction with the scrutiny the type response 
that the child makes, the teacher also concerned about 
the health the instruments with which the child re- 
sponds. thus develops sympathy for and insight 
into the individual child, which leads him accommodate 
the school’s service and the school situations the needs 
the individuals the several groups. 

The educative process thus becomes withal more Chris- 
tian, and results better product the teacher’s art 
and science. Physical defects are not necessarily, but 
frequently, concurrent with moral defects and delinquen- 
cies.

That the social order’s refuge against the haz- 
ards the product defective, and sometimes positively 
bad home management and surroundings.

Observation Lessons and Reports 


method conducting this particular phase 
the work the fifth grade similar that 
outlined for former grades. The work making 
reports observation was begun the first grade 
and continued through the succeeding years 
the present. Here the work should more in- 
tense; the extent greater; and more detail should 
required. There should library every 
school, and this library should contain books 
reference and supplementary readers all kinds, 
also books nature study. From these books 
the children should gather information which will 
add the knowledge acquired their obser- 
vation. After they have gone out “to see” they 
should return “to preserve.” The information they 
now gather from the books reference will mean 
more them since they have seen something 
connection with the report, which report should 
show signs logical and accurate thought ex- 
pressed complete and correct statements 
proper sequence. 

these reports Observation, the pupil go- 
ing have plenty food both from his own actual 
observation and from the knowledge gained his 
research the books which have information 
the particular point issue. Now, the high pur- 
pose the teacher’s teaching should manifest 
here. within her province develop the 
child’s power communicate his thoughts; as- 
sist him organize these thoughts; and bring 
out his feelings forceful manner, manner 
that will leave impression his classmates and 
arouse desire emulate their fellow classmate. 
Enthusiasm will hold sway and the midst this 
rivalry the work four-fifths done. 


every art, painting, music, literature, 
there something within that requires power 
expression. the figures painted the canvas 
not breathe and live; you cannot see the 
muscles move and the eye talk, then you have 
nothing but flat surface. the performer the 
piano can only execute with mathematical precision, 
but does not bring out the story told the com- 
poser, then you have nothing but succession 
note-playing, and note-playing can never move the 
passive listener. the art speech, “there’s 
all the difference the world between having some- 
thing say and having say something.” And 
while “having something say” essential, 
not the only essential. 

These children have accomplished the first essen- 
tial, namely, the gathering the information 
the subject under discussion. This information they 
gathered first observation, and secondly re- 
search. The next essential able com- 
municate this information true and clear and 
forcible way that will prove real joy listen 
the speaker, and the speaker will feel real joy 
not only “having something say, but having 
say something.” 

The child’s ability having say something; 
other words, his ability communicate his 
thought, will depend upon the degree the mastery 


his skill using the medium 
communication. 

The art speech well termed the “art ‘of 
arts.” Neither the canvas upon which the picture 
painted nor the keyboard any musical instru- 
ment can ever equal the charm well-modulated 
voice when expresses correct form the words 
which tell the and the nobler the thouglit 
the more exquisite the charm. 

When the child gives his oral composition the 
class his words are bound find lodgment the 
minds the other children, but whether these 
words shall “fall the wayside,” “spring 
good ground” and bear fruit will depend entirely 
upon the training this child has received from the 
teacher upon whom balanced the weight re- 
sponsibility for that child’s correct expression 
thought. The soul the thought must mani- 
fested, not obscured. 

Every teacher understands, should understand 
that the development language requires power 
arouse clear thought, that this clear thought must 
feel the certainty the truths expressed. Now, the 
words necessary express these truths must 
such will give the exact meaning, and must 
arranged that the thought the speaker wishes his 
hearers receive will appear limpid water 
crystal glass and not muddy liquid puddle. 

The child the fifth grade should taught 
clarify all obscure statements that has deal 
with, and the teacher should realize that not 
too early the child’s upbuilding education 
acquire this power over his speech. order 
develop this power the child should given exer- 
cises that will increase his mastery vocabulary, 
phraseology, and various grammatical forms. 

Let suppose that the observation visit had 
been made flour mill. The guide would explain 
all the processes through which the wheat must 
pass before appearing flour. The children would 
witness these processes. Previous this they might 
have made observation visit the harvesting 
field and witnessed how the grain was taken care 
there. The farmer would explain how the wheat 
was planted, how was cared for, and how 
harvested. Children living the country have 
very clear conception all these processes. The 
city children can have the benefit all this knowl- 
edge either listening the explanations the 
country children making the actual observation 
themselves. The visit the mill will give valuable 
knowledge all. Observations their home 
kitchens will give them further knowledge the 
disposal this grain when they watch the different 
processes through which the flour must before 
they can have bread. These children have now 
gained knowledge from the farmers, the millers, and 
the bakers. They may now anxious know 
what the “books” have say about wheat, and 
they will read all available accounts. They will 
soon feel satisfied that would have bread for 
the table, must care for the wheat. 

Now that they “have something say,” they will 
anxious “say something,” and the teacher 
responsible for the way which they say it. 

Observation visits may made bank, 
grocery store, dry goods store, hardware 
store, telephone office, any institution, in- 
cluding other observation visit may 
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made even tree, pasture, hill valley, 
meadow plain. Anything nature ready 
for our observation, and children love nature,— 
let them browse therein. the cities they have 
parks and museums, numerous library buildings, 
etc. Teach the children observe that they may 
enjoy God’s world and what therein contained.

used any individual child should able recite 
the entire lesson from the outline that has 
written.

EXPLANATION THE OUTLINE: There 
are four paragraphs the little story. The first 
paragraph tells the BOASTINGS the sultan’s 
officers, Teach the children that BOASTINGS 
the big thing this paragraph, and that will 
the major item. explain the meaning 
the word major.

The second paragraph talks about the sultan, 
hence the word sultan the major item. The 
paragraph tells the pleasure the sultan feels when 
his officers give expression their devotion, and 
how certain one silent this point, and then 
the sultan wonders this one true him. 
Hence, the minor points this paragraph are 
pleasure, one, true. 

The third paragraph speaks announcement 
made the sultan, the word major import- 
ance ANNOUNCEMENT. tells them the 
riches has for them, the time they will receive 
them, and the spot where they are placed. The 
words that are closely related announcement are 
riches, time, and spot. 

paragraph four the major item Horse’s 
hoofs. The paragraph speaks one who attended 
duty, and how the sultan was guessing who 
might be, when turning beheld the silent one. 
Therefore the minor words are duty, guess, silent. 

The children should able write this outline 
the board and then tell the story from it. 
Have them read the story but once, emphasizing 
the major item each paragraph, and mentioning 
the minor items that are related the major. They 
should show some ability telling the story from 
the outline. will give them opportunity for giv- 
ing series logical sentences connected 
whole. 
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Now teach the children how find lesson 
the story. What lesson can learned from “Who 
Loved Best?” can think the great Ruler 
the world Who our God and Who will our 
Judge. wants hear our protestations love 
and devotion silent prayer, and when others are 
running after the riches and pleasures the world 
forgetfulness Him, will look with pleasure 
those who are faithful duty the cost all 
worldly goods. Their hearts beating prayer will 
outdo the sounds “Horse’s hoofs.” 


SIXTH GRADE 


RECITATION TOPICS: conformity 
with our outline, Recitation Topics continued 
grade six. the experience teachers who 
follow this method that children have clearer con- 
ception coherence, and that their discussion 
the subject follows more logical lines.

The way 
which will describe this picture should 
neither imitation nor reproduction, but the de- 
scription should the individual child sees 
and feels it. This real art. great poem should 
never paragraphed, for the thought contained 
therein too sublime for explanation. When read- 
ing such productions let think did the inspired 
author, and let our passive feeling indulge the 
beautiful. 

There are many pretty stories told verse.

Literature the natural basis language, 
and this basis the child should learn express 
his own personal experiences orally written 
form. Practice this basis will suggest the 
child his own individual way 
thoughts other minds which has received 
communication. 

“Language caught, not taught,” old-time 
principle, but principle that true today 
was when first coined. only the re- 
petition the correct form that child will learn 
any expression. repeats the correct form 
long enough for “to fasten” will become 
part himself, and when has become part 
himself, the incorrect form will impossible 
his tongue. The teacher may teach and the child 
may know, but will not remain “taught” unless 
the expression “caught” constant repetition, 
but after “caught” remains the tongue, 
not the mind, forever. this method the child 
will not only acquire correct forms expression, 
but will helped enriched vocabulary 
and finer phraseology. The choice word and 
the happy phrase, well the beautifully couched 
sentence which the speaker speaks and the writer 
writes have peculiar charm for the young who 
will show willingness put forth their strongest 
efforts the weeding their language gardens 
that nothing may remain but that which will appeal 
their hearers. This the period which these 
gardens should show their greatest growth 
language power. The mind young, plastic, 
susceptible. The soil favorable and much can 
done deep digging the right direction. Un- 
conscious and conscious imitation will hold sway; 
suggestions will ideals aspired to. The 
child has instinctive impulse imitate and 
repeat the expressions that appealed him, hence 
the necessity the teacher furnishing the child 
with the best literature for his years. the 
child his original descriptions stories, 
experience, observation visits. and his oral 
compositions, the teacher will find that the ex- 
pressions learned his literature work have really 
become part the child, and that even his 
everyday conversations these expressions have be- 
come incorporated. The constant repetition 
these forms leads their unconscious and habitual 
use. Any expression can acquired habit, but 
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difficult transfer the rules grammar from 
the book the mind. 

The literature given the child should such 
will appeal his own actual situations and out- 
side activities.

THE TEACHING RELIGION 
Non-Catholic Sunday School Problems 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 


non-Catholic Sunday School confronted 
difficulties far more serious and acute nature than 
those which have face. Basically, however, they 
are identical, the difference being one only degree. Our 
problem well that our non-Catholic brethren 
that rendering religious instruction attractive and 
effective. With them the question 
paramount because inherent interest the only motive 
that will prompt attendance their classes religious 
instruction, whereas have besides the motive duty. 
But without doubt also are anxious make religious 
instruction interesting and attractive, since are well 
aware that uninteresting class barren.of results. Still 
the non-Catholic Sunday School has rely far more 
pure attractiveness than our own. is, then, that 
respect that can learn from the non-Catholic Sunday 
School. The ways which endeavors attract and 
hold its pupils will prove very instructive for us. There 
reason why should not profit the experiences 
non-Catholics and why should not adopt methods 
which they have found successful. old Latin proverb 
says: Fas est hoste doceri, befitting learn 
from one’s enemies. will appear that these methods 
cannot simply transferred our schools but will 
also become evident that withal they can adapted and 
adjusted our needs. Being less hampered tradition, 
non-Catholic religious teachers are more daring the 
application advanced methods. pedagogical methods 
they may ahead us. Nothing surprising about that, 
for has not Our Lord Himself said: “The children this 
world are wiser their generation than children 
(Luke xvi, 8.) not deem improper 
study non-Catholic methods teaching religion and 
appropriate whatever commends itself our judgment. 
recent issue the Forum (August 1928) find 
article entitled, Saving the Sunday School, and written 
Mr. Roland Ullman. This essay, convinced, 
will prove very illuminating and rich mine informa- 
tion, exemplifies, albeit somewhat exaggerated 
form, the self activity principle which have been 
speaking. 
Mr. Ullman, who now Sunday School teacher him- 
self, begins telling his boyhood experiences with 
regard the Sunday School. The point emphasizes 
that went Sunday School without alacrity and 
that necessary consequence this reluctance his re- 
ligious education was very inadequate. Frankly says: 
“When was boy, parents did not force 
Sunday School. was permitted free agent 
the matter. Having the decision left myself, did not 
become addicted the habit regular attendance, but 
did often could stand it. Every few weeks 
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with some crony the Sunday School which at- 
tended, almost invariably from compulsion and state 
mind from which reverence seemed have been almost 
entirely expunged. seemed the normal attitude 
despise Sunday School and with the determination 
retaliate for the coercion and subjection 
interesting programme.” For the sake companionship 
and perhaps also account some inborn curiosity 
frequented the Sunday Schools other denominations, 
but goes say: found them all equally deadly 
interest and equally devoid inspiration ... 
resented the fact that the lesson was uninteresting. 
The more Sunday Schools visited, the less reason 
found for going another, yet persisted what was 
really unrecognized effort find one that would 
worth while and inspiring instead pitifully wasteful 
time and often downright sacrilegious.” 


Mr. Ullman’s experience not exceptional. There are 
many other children who find Sunday School anything but

The child six today three years 
older mentally than the six year old child the nineties, 
but are offering him the same pabulum. must 
fit our teachings modern problems. our children are 
leaving because are too asutere, then must bring 
them back with cheerful things. must not afraid 
joyousness the church. must make religion 
lovely thing: light ahead rather than scourge be- 
hind us.” Criticism this kind not 
emanates not from sources that are hostile the churches 
but rather from those who are much concerned about 
religion. response such strictures the Sunday School 
beginning mend its ways and introducing methods 
that are calculated beget interest the children and 
make the lesson religion delightful experience 
rather than odious duty.

Certainly, 
say with him, the religious teacher can use all that 
material make his subject interesting and fascinating.

The sound 
easy sing well. is, therefore, good sound with 
which begin, and may lead through 
the singing those sounds which not easy 
place properly. the tone which gives the true 
color the voice. not sing aw; protrudes the 
lips and jaw, and produces dull, flat tone quality, 
which easily grows nasal. Ah, not allowed 
degenerate into shout, the best tone for regular 
drills, after the voice placed. 

The boys whose voices have changed need some 
vocal drill; but since such voices have limited 
range, they cannot take the same exercises that are 
given the other pupils. Usually, exercises based the 
tone from sol will found helpful for these boys. 

Chord drills are excellent practice. The pupils learn 
attentive, independent, and alert. giving such 
exercise good plan have the basses sing any 
one the first five notes the scale, while the alto 
takes the third and the soprano the fifth above.

Horace emphasizes, not moved even the fury 
mob laying upon him their impious behests, nor the 
frown threatening tyrant, nor the dangers the 
restless ocean and the stormy winds that blow, nor the 
loud peals thunder they rend the sky. Even the 
universe were fall pieces around him, the ruins would 
strike him undismayed. 

course would comparatively easy find some- 
one who treated this spiritual subject absolute unterri- 
fiedness from more Christian aspect than Horace, but 
the very fact that the old pagan poet his merely nat- 
ural wisdom and his knowledge men and women able 
reach such conclusions, the best possible proof that 
what suggested here representing ideal devoutly 
misty mysticism the sense which that word some- 
times used, but very practical conclusion with regard 
life and conduct and their problems, 
reached through merely human consideration the world 
around and the relations men and women it. 

When they asked Cardinal Mercier the luncheon 
given him New York some two thousand our

His 
maxim for daily life was, “The whole duty man con- 
sists doing God’s will today. care have vain 
regrets with regard the past and idle dreams 
the future, but shall quite satisfied God gives 
His grace accomplish His Holy Will today.” 
see from these that the cardinal felt his utter 
dependence Higher Power and the necessity for 
keeping closely touch with that Higher Power 
prayer possible. There doubt all about his 
supreme strength character and his placid, yet unbend- 
ing resolution accomplish what saw his duty. 
There doubt, also, that felt that drew his 
strength accomplish whatever could 
His daily recourse it, far from being sign weak- 
ness any sense, simply represented the man’s own 
fecling his inadequacy accomplish what his con- 
science dictated unless from 
High. 

Men Cardinal Mercier’s character are prone live 
long and accomplish immense amount work dur- 
ing their long life, often retaining their intellectual power 
and capacity until well beyond three score and ten. Car- 
dinal Mercier was given his opportunity exhibit his 
strength character when was approaching seventy. 
How well took all the world knows. was but 
one group older men who were lifted world- 
wide prestige the war. Another typical instance 
Marshal Foch, who was over sixty before ever took 
part battle, though had been military man all 
his life, but only teacher strategy and tactics mil- 
itary school. Foch, like Mercier, was man prayer, 
and when the huge burden Commander-in-Chief the 
Allied Armies was placed upon his shoulders and had 
make decisions which the lives tens thousands 
soldiers and the very fate nations depended, had 
recourse prayer and was able carry with his 
huge task. 

suppose that may say know personally some ten 
thousand Sisters this country, and quite sure that 
they are absolutely the happiest people that know. 
add this that not infrequently the course 


lectures their communities, good Mother Superiors 
make point consult with regard difficult 
characters the community who are suffering from some 
the psychoneuroses, the phobias and anxiety neuroses, 
the over scrupulosity and the like, which have increased 
the general population recent years. 
spite this fact, see very few Sisters who are unhappy 
who are suffering from the nervous results solici- 
tudes and anxieties and worries which are common 
the world around us. This not heaven and the good 
Sisters have their troubles, but these troubles are not 
nearly serious nor nearly frequent those the 
people around them, and they get ever much more 
happiness out life than many those who are in- 
clined think that Sister’s life must very hard in- 
deed and that they must sacrificing all question 
happiness here order that they may have the greater 
assurance that they are going have happiness hereafter. 

One the very obvious reasons for this found 
the fact that the Sisters not have bother nearly 
much about clothes women the world do. They 
not have solicitous about the changing fashions, 
and whether their gowns are accord with them and 
whether their shoes are the latest style and harmony 
with their gowns, and they not have look around 
select the very latest shades silk stockings, and they 
long ago bobbed their hair, but then covered and 
did not bother any further about it. Hair bobbing 
supposed free women from great deal their 
citude about their hair and great deal trouble with 
regard it, but like good many other promises made 
modern progress that too for most 
women find that they have give all sorts attention 
their hair after bobbed, and above all reg- 
ular brief intervals have the barber things for it, 
that they are quite much not good deal more 
occupied with then they were before they yielded 
the bobbing fashion say the least. College women 
have sometimes discussed the possibility freeing them- 
selves from the tyranny fashion, but course the nuns 
did that the beginning and have continued enjoy 
the most absolute freedom this matter.

development that she enjoyed the convent early 
days. The modern college for women only 
produces it,” she adds, the college for women has 
arisen time when colleges general are under 
cloud. The lady abbess had great spiritual rewards and 
great worldly prizes alike within her grasp. She was 
treated equal the men her class wit- 
nessed the letters still have from popes and em- 
perors” (and might added from other distinguished 
men the times) “to abbesses.”
